The angel of the Lord appeared 
to Gideon while at the post of duty. 
God always calls men who are doing 
omething. Gideon's hesitancy when 
called was not due to unbelief, but to 
modesty and cautiousness. When once 
he was convinced of dnty he was 
courageous and enthusiastic. 


I. The Opposing Army (v. 1). 
Gideon and his army arose early on 


:hat eventful day and encamped by 
the spring of Harod. Over against 
:hem was the host of the Midianites in 
battle array. His army was insignia- 
cant in comparison with the, Mfdlan- 
ttes, 


il. The Sifting of Gideon's Army 


(w. 2-8). 


At Gideon's call 32,000 men respond- 


id, ready for the struggle. 
This 


seemed a small army to go against the 
Midianite army, 135,000 strong, but 


od said this was too many lest they 


>e led to boasting and self-tionfidence. 
Their real danger was not in their 
small army, but in their pride. All 
hat were faint-hearted were allowed 
:o go back, leaving only 10,000. There 
were 22,000 cowards in that group of 
men, and, worst of all, they were not 
ashamed to confess it. Still this was 
oo many. When God was through with 
lis sifting process only 300 remained. 
The 10,000 were brave men, but not of 
proper quality and fitness. Those who 
apped the water showed alertness 
and watchfulness 
This test revealed 


the quality and fitness of the men 
whom God would use to win victory. 


I I I . God Gives Encouragement to 


Gideon (w, 9-15.) 


God bade Gideon go down to the 


Midianite camp, where he wouM hear 
something which would cheer his 
leart and strengthen his hands. When 
he came near he heard a man tell a 
dream, which was that of a barley cake 
tumbling into the eamp aad smiting it. 
He also heard the interpretation given 
to that dream, which made Gideon te 
be that cake. This greatly cheered 
his heart and strengthened him for his 
work, and caused his heart to burst 
forth in praise to God. A barley cake 
is a very insignificant thing, a very 
cheap affair in itself, but with the 
hand of God upon it, it would be suffi- 
cient to spread consternation upon the 
Midianites and bring destruction upon 
their armies. 


IV. God Gives Victory to Gideon 


(vv. 16-23). 


His army was very insignificant and 


his weapons most worthless. His at- 
tack was unique. The whole matter 
\vas of faith (Heb. 11:32). The ground 
of his faith was God's word and the 
token which he had given him. God 
does not ask us to go forward wuhout 
good ground upon which to rest our 
faith. Gideon with his 300 men formed 
into three companies, each man being 
provided with a trumpet and with a 
lamp concealed within a pitcher. Thus 
armed, they surrounded the camps of 
the Midianites They were all instruct- 
ed to keep their ejes upon their leader 
and imitate him. We, too, are to keep 
our eyes on our leader, Christ, and to 
ever do as he does At the proper mo- 
ment they blew their trumpets and 
broke their pitchers, giving opportun- 
ity for their lights to shine out. This 
awful crash of breaking pitchers, fol- 
lowing the sound of trumpets, accom- 
panied by the shout, "The s\vord of 
the Lord and of Gideon," threw the 
Midianites into a panic, causing them 
to fight among themselves. One hun- 
dred and twenty thousand were thus 
slain, leaving but 15,000 of that mighty 
army (Judges 8:10).

Bedford, 
County of Bedford,

State 
of Pennsylvania, upon 
tike 
terms and conditions therein stated. 
BE IT ORDAINED by the Chief 
Burgess and Town Council of the 
Borough of Bedford, County of Bed- 
ford, and State of Pennsylvania, that 
The American Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Company of Pennsylvania, its 
successors and assigns, be and the 
same are hereby granted the right, 
privilege and authority to construct 
operate and maintain lines of tele- 
phone and telegraph, including such 
poles, wires, cables, conduits, man- 
holes, electrical conductors and oth- 
er structures, appliances and appur- 
tenances as may be from time to 
time necessary for the convenient 
transaction of the business of said 
Company upon, along, across over tra 
der and through the streets, high- 
ways and alleys of the said Borough 
of Bedford ,upon the following terms 
and conditions, viz: 
I. All poles shall be reasonably 
straight; and all poles and conduits 
shall be erected, 
cnstructed 
and 
maintained 
under the 
supervision 
and direction of the Street Commit- 
tee of said Borough of Bedford, and 
all streets, alleys or sidewalks that 
mav be disturbed or damaged in the 
construction or maintenance of said 
lines shall be promptly replaced and 
repaired by the said Company at its 
own expense, and to the satisfaction 
of the said Street Committee, and all 
poles and conduits shall be so placed 
as not to interfere with the ordinary 
use of the streets, highways, and al- 
leys, and 
not to obstruct ditches, 
drains or entrances to gateways or 
driveways.

Said Company shall be sub- 
ject at any and all times to any and 
all general ordinances now existing

In consideration of the right* 


5!and privileges herein granted said 
Borough shall have the right to at- 
tach the wires of its fire alarm and 
police telegraph system to any and

IRISH PICKETS SHIFT FIELD. 


Following the arrest of the 
pickets who did duty in front of the 
British embassy, the field of opera- 
tions was shifted to the State De- 
partment building. Quiet reigned as 
the two ipretty young ladies walked 
back and forth carrying their ban- 
ners reading: "Patriots of freedom, 
champions of liberty, your cause is 
identified with mine' — George Wash- 
ington." Policewomen and detectives 
were at hand 'but only to prevent 
disorder in case of an attempt to de- 
stroy the banners. 
In the case of the British embassy 
the picets were arrested by authority 
of an old law which (guarantees pro- 
tection to foreign embassies, so. the 
pickets transferred their operations. 


One incident of particular interest 
in the State Department picketing
